The last remaining passenger and 
express service on the Central Ver- 
mont railroad in Northfield as well as 
the other towns on the line between 
the East Northfield station and Pal- 
mer wiJl be ended on February first 
as approved by the State department 
of Public: Utilities.

Now 
pessengers and express will have to 
be handled for Northfield at the East 
Northfield station and rail service will 
be by the Boston and Maine R R in 
an indirect way. The Central Ver- 
mont R R will practically now use 
the line primarily for freight 
shipments,
